New Delhi, the 10th October, 1994 

No. 13018117|93-AIS(I) :—In the Rules for Civil Services Examination, 
1994 published vide Notification No. 13018| 17[93-AIS(I) dated 1st January, 
1994, in the Gazette of India (Extraordinary) ‘ Part-I-Section I dated 
1st January, 1994, 

(i) the proviso below rule 15 shall be substituted by the following : 

“Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or Sche¬ 
duled Tribes or Other Backward Classes may be summoned for 
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an interview for a personality test by the Commission by applying 
relaxed standards in the Preliminary Examination as well as Main 
Examination (written) if the Commission is of the opinion (hat 
sufficient number ot candidates from these communities are not 
likely to be summoned for interview for a personality test on 
the basis of the general standard in order to fill up the vacancies 
reserved for them.” 

(2) in Rule 16 for sub-rules (ii) and (iii) and the provisos thereunder 
shall be substituted by the following : 

“(ii) The candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes or the Other Backward Classes 
may, to the extent of the number of vacancies reserved 
for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and the Other 
Backward Classes be recommended by the Commission by a 
relaxed standard, subject to the fitness of these candidates for 
selection to the service. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Tribes and the Other Backward Classes who have been 
recommended by the Commission without resorting to the relaxed 
standard referred to in this sub-rule, shall not be adjusted against 
the vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and Other Backward Classes.”
